That’s what Jim Galbraith had to say 
when he learned the Jordan Township 
Board had voted to change the name of 
the short two-track road he lives on — 
Galbraith Road, named after him.

seeking to recall township supervisor 
Joseph Haney, Sr., clerk Leona Stanek 
and trustee Lucille Lercel — three of the 
board’s five members. 

He and other township residents 
learned of the road name change when 
the minutes of the regular May 22 meet- 
ing were read and approved at a special 
meeting June 5. Stanek said a motion 
by trustee Darwin Morris to change the 
name of the road had passed unani- 
mously. 

Contacted later, Morris said he did 
not recall making any such motion. 

“Leona had said there were some 
residents on the road that wanted the 
name changed, and there was some 
discussion that the road may have hada 
name a long time ago,” he said. “I think 
it was unanimous that we would look 
into if it used to have a name.” 


Native Americans 
celebrate their heritage

The exhilaration of the hunt ... the 
habits of the crow or fox ... display of a 
lovely new shawl ... retrieval of a lost 
eagle feather ... 

All these stories are told in the majes- 
tic styles of dance unique to North 
American native cultures. And all are 
an integral part of the Anishinabe Inter- 
Tribal Council’s Day of the Eagle Pow- 
wow, the annual East Jordan event ev- 
ery first weekend in June. 

Born of a need to gather together 
peoples dispersed by the white settle- 
ment, the pow-wow is the one constant 
source of cultural continuity for mem- 
bers of the First Nations. 


Pau-wau, meaning medicine man or | 


conjurer, was misconstrued by Europe- 
ans to be a gathering. They observed 
the resident pau-wau frequently sur- 


rounded by the villagers seeking heal- 
ing. 

Now borrowed back from the En- 
glish word, the pow-wow has become a 
weekly event where native Americans 
meet to share the bond of heritage. 

East Jordan is just one stop. The pow- 
wow circuit extends throughout North 
America and occurs every weekend in 
the year. 

To the uninitiated, dancing may seem 
to be what the pow-wow is about. In- 
deed, the songs and dances are spec- 
tacular, energetic, and creative. 

The aggressive rhythms flow from 
the air and ground, through the body. 
Finally they force even the most hesi- 
tant observers to begin to sway, move 
the feet, and even join the dancers in the 
ring. 

But there is a pervasive spiritualism 


that soon becomes evident. All events

The road became Galbraith Road 
about three years ago, when addresses 
throughout the county were realigned 
for a possible 911 phone system. Jim 
and his wife Sue were the only residents 
living full-time there. 

“We didn’t ask for the name — the 
county road commission gave it to us,” 
he said. 

A second family has since moved 
into a full-time residence on the road, 
and several people own sakes 
parcels along it. 

Galbraith’s reasons for not wanting 
the road name changed are not egotisti- 
cal. He runs acommercial photography 
business out of his home. 

“T have more than $1,000 worth of 
forms, labels and stationary that say 
‘Galbraith Road’ on them,” he said. 


“Her minutes, a lot of 
times, don’t read like 
what went on.”

Voting citizens of Jordan Township 
will decide June 29 if supervisor Joseph 


-Haney, Sr., clerk Leona Stanek and 


trustee Lucille Lercel will continue to 
sit on the township board. 

The three officials’ questionable ac- 
tions are rather well-known by now. 
More important, we think, is the pattern 
of decision-making by the board mem- 
bers. 

Jordan Township residents are fre- 
quently divided on issues, a situation 
that may intensify as population bal- 


ances shift with the continued influx of . 


non-farming residents into the town- 
ship. 

Arguably, the changing face of 
Antrim County is being seen and felt 
more here than anywhere else, and more 
of the same can be expected. 

Staring into the face of such change 
requires a township board to provide 
wise guidance and strong direction. A 
board must lead the way in promoting a 
sense of harmony and conciliation 
among the township’s increasingly di- 
verse interests. 

Joe Haney, Leona Stanek and Lucille 
Lercel have done none of the above. 
Indeed, they have acted to promote 
discord, mistrust and a further widen- 
ing of factions. 

The firing of longtime assessor John 
McDonald, only a month after the state 
ruled he had done a good job locally, 
seemed less an act in the township’s 
best interest than punishment for criti- 
cism of the three officials’ and review 
board’s transgressions. 

No reason was ever given to inquir- 
ing residents for McDonald’ s dismissal. 
However, the review board members — 
whose actions raised agricultural taxes 
~ were praised for “finally doing some- 
thing,” and given new terms.

This month, the board appointed a 
new firm from Gaylord to do assessing 
~ for nearly $2,000 more per year than 
McDonald. Is that acting in the best 
interest of taxpayers? 

Perhaps most outrageous is their most 
recent action — trying to change the 
name of Galbraith Road, which hap- 
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pens to be named after Jim Galbraith, a 
leading proponent of the recall drive 
(see article in today’s paper). 

This feeble attempt at revenge, at the 
expense of rational local government 
for all, shows the board members take 
political matters personally. It may also 
prove the assertions of former treasurer 
Laura Stanek (who quit when she’d had 
enough of this board’s actions). One 
reason she cited for her resignation was 
that board matters seemed to be de- 
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cided before and between meetings. 

Haney, Stanek and Lercel have even 
attempted to punish the Antrim County 
News and East Jordan Journal for “bad 
press,” and “inaccuracies,” and “not 
telling the whole truth.” 

Repeated attempts to contact these 
board members during the past half- 
year for news stories on even the most 
routine township matters have met with 
derisive comments and terminated con-

Children grow up all too fast and get away from you 
almost before you know it. Fathers should spend more 


_ time with sons. How much time have you spent with 


your sons lately? 

Recently I came across an article by a writer who 
made a survey of a group of college freshmen at one 
of our larger universities. From the survey came the 
fact that approximately 95 percent of the boys’ fathers 
had not averaged five minutes a day with their sons 
during their senior year in high school. 

I want to add that as a former educator of 40 years, 
I can’t tell you how important it is that fathers read to 
their sons when they are pre-schoolers. All the read- 
ing of childhood books shouldn’t be left up to moth- 
ers. Fathers might find the reading designed for your 
children’s world might be of interest to you.

“We need something with bite,” supervisor Joseph 
Haney, Sr. said at the board’s May 22 meeting. 

A property owner on M-32 between Marsh and 
Korthase roads was cited by board members. He 
allegedly has more than 20 junk cars on his property, 


‘and repeated requests by former ordinance enforce- 


ment officer Tim Morris to have the property cleaned 
up have gone unheeded. Morris resigned from his 
post in April. 

The original anti-blight measures were adopted six 
years ago. 

“When that ordinance was first put into effect, there 
was only a straw vote here in the township hall of 
about 20 people,” said resident Charles Stanek (hus- 
band of clerk Leona Stanek) from the audience. “The 
whole township should have voted on it.” 


Resident Brian Meads said the board should be 
careful to see that enforcement does not involve 
litigation. 

“If we start having a bunch of lawsuits to get these 
cleaned up, we’ll never get the coffers filled,” he said. 

The board decided to have township attorney Jim 
Young explore rewording the ordinance, perhaps 
through examining those of other municipalities. 

“There has to be a township out there that’s been 
through this and solved it,” Haney said. 

Any new ordinance would be voted upon by resi- 
dents as a ballot question at a future election, the 
supervisor added. 

The next meeting of the Jordan Township Board 
is scheduled for Mon., July 24, at 7:30 p.m., at the 
township hall on Mt. Bliss Road.

trustee Darwin Morris. 

Rick Scott, leasing properties for Oilfield Investors 
Ltd., said he believes cemeteries are considered “dwell- 
ings,” thereby requiring pipelines and wells to be at 
least 200 feet away.

SADD leader horiored

With the tough initial year as president 
of SADD (Students Against Drunk Driv- 
ers) behind her, East Jordan High School 
senior Amelia Fleming has ambitions for 
the coming year. 

Fleming was recently honored by 
Charlevoix County Sheriff George T. 
Lasater for her efforts and those of her 
organization in East Jordan. 

“I applaud their efforts and feel these 
groups make a difference in keeping our 
county safe,” said Lasater. He presented 
Fleming with a plaque which is now on 
display at the high school. Amanda Rob- 
erts of Boyne City was also honored 
similarly. 

The SADD group, with over 70 mem- 
bers, is one of the largest organizations at 
EJHS. 

“The kids are really ready to get in- 
volved,” said Fleming. She said the year 
was a challenge because organizational 
efforts have been somewhat uneven over 
the past few years. 

SADD advisor Roxanne Zell, who 
teaches English at EJHS, agreed with 
Fleming. It was also Zell’s first year in 
her role, and she said finding time to 
organize activities with such alarge group 
was a factor in their slow start. 

But Fleming and two other members, 
Kristy Bennett and Rene Perreault, got 
some resource help by attending aSADD 
forum at Northern Michigan Hospital in 


Petoskey this spring. 

“They gave us lots of good ideas on 
activities,” said Fleming. The group then 
put together some activities for this year’s 
Junior-Senior Prom, including a SADD 
cake at the prom. 

“The cake was another reminder to 
keep them thinking about the effects of 
drinking,” explained Zell. SADD also 
sponsored a seminar at EJHS the day 
before prom, with speakers from the 
county probate department, the sheriff 
department, East Jordan Police Depart- 
ment, and victims of drunk drivers. 

Fleming, who will continue to serve as 
president, said she has plans for a sum- 
mer organizational meeting and lots of 
ideas for next year, including a Red Rib- 
bon campaign. 

The most dramatic activity planned for 
next school year may be the “white out.” 
Fleming said members of SADD will put 
white make-up on symbolizing victims 
of drunk driving. As the day progresses, 
more and more students will be wearing 
white faces, to graphically convey the 
statistics. At the end of the day, an all- 
school assembly will be held to discuss 
the issues. 

Zell said Fleming has been the leaderin 
revitalizing the group, and they are both 
excited about the possibilities for the com- 
ing year, and all the support they are 
getting from students and staff. 

“ But Amelia was instrumental in get- 
ting us started,” said Zell. “She’s gotten a 
lot done.”

Teen Center, Club 77, is pleased to an- 
nounce the hiring of Scott Kelly for the 
position of Activities Director/Volunteer 
Coordinator.

Kelly is currently the Project Coordi- 
nator at Bay Area Substance Education 
Services, Inc. (B.A.S.E.S.), based in Char- 
levoix, and has agreed to devote 15 to 20 
hours each week toward the development 
of a quality teen center in Charlevoix. 

“IT have three general goals for my 
employment at Club 77,” said Kelly. 
“They include promote safe environments 
for teenagers, empower parents and com-

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munities, and keep it simple and make it 
fun.” 

Scott plans to keep the facility open, on 
a year-round basis, Monday through Fri- 
day from 2:30 to 5:30 p.m. each after- 
noon during what is commonly referred 
to as “latch-key” hours. The weekly 


dances from 7 to 10 p.m. will continue to 


be held on Friday or Saturday nights. 

Kelly is working on establishing a life 
skills program to be held from 4 to 5 p.m. 
each day of the week. Outside speakers 
and area professionals will give a 15- 
minute presentation, then lead discus- 
sions with teens on a variety of topics. 

“The greatest things I can give kids are 
my time and my attention,” Kelly said. “I 
will do my best to maintain a safe and 
drug-free environment for the kids, and 
also provide structured opportunities for 
them to learn about getting along with 
themselves, other people and learning to 
accept and respect the differences within 
each and every one of us.”

are steeped in ritual. Even the drum, which encom- 
passes the singers as well, has great symbolic signifi- 
cance. Drums are blessed and given names. It is said 
the drum is the heartbeat of the First Nations. 

The dancing begins with the Grand Entry. This 
event includes all the dancers, but must be led by the 
Eagle Staff and flag bearers. 

Originally, only the highest rank warriors could 
have the honor of bearing the Eagle Staff. Today this 
translates into veterans of the armed services. 

The honor guard of staff bearers carries the Eagle 
Staff, oldest of native symbols. Also included are 
staves to honor various tribes, warriors and veterans. 
A special staff is carried for Vietnam veterans and 
those killed or missing in action. 

The Canadian and US flags complete the honor 
guard. 

Following the staff bearers are the head dancers, 
chosen by their peers to honor their knowledge and 
skill. 

After all the dancers wind their way into the dancing 
ring, a quiet moment is taken to honor the flags. As all 
stand at attention, the flag song is sung. The staves and 
flags are respectfully posted. A special prayer is 
spoken by an honorable elder in native language. 

One of the most moving rituals is the distinctive 
recognition given to armed services veterans. An 
honor song is played while veterans, all in attendance, 
both traditional dancers and members of the audi- 
ence, peoples of all races and religions, are invited to 
pass around the dancing ring. 

Then the dancers enter the ring and shake hands 
with each veteran, offering their personal tribute. The 
audience too, is given a moment to show their appre- 
ciation. ; 

As the sun moves across the sky, many types of 
dances are presented. There are also many other 
honor songs. These call attention to newly-weds, ora 
special anniversary, new dancers or memories of a 
loved one who has passed on. 

Anishinabe Inter-Tribal Council consists mainly of 
members of Odawa, Ojibway, and Potawatomie tribes. 
The word anishinabe may be interpreted as “one” or 
“many.” 

The annual Day of the Eagle has grown tremen- 
dously since its inception in 1981. This year’s atten- 
dance passed 5,000, with about 250 registered danc-

it,” he said. “Her minutes, a lot of times, don’t read 
like what went on.” 

Repeated attempts to contact Stanek were unsuc- 
cessful. Lercel refused to comment, and Haney was 
unavailable. 

Morris is confident the name change will not stand.
